Practically every city in the stale of 


Wisconsin is organized for its civic and 
material advancement. There are in the 
neighborhood of GO chambers and associ- 
ations of commerce, commercial clubs, 
etc., in the stale, which employ trained 
and paid secretaries. The center of all 
civic and industrial activities in Milwau- 
kee is the powerful Association of Com- 
merce. What.the first cily of Ihe stale 
finds indispensable lo its welfare and 
progress the other cities; large and small, 
have found equally essential. Seymour,' 
for instance, maintains a commercial 
club, so does Sturgeon Bay and many en- 
terprising towns in that class. 


Superior. Madison. Green Bay and 


JanesvillQ, all of which have been making 
rapid forward strides in recent years, arc 
working through exceptionally efficient 
and well-sustained organizations of this 
kind. Oshkosh has a good association, 
Necnah has just reorganized its club, 
while Fond du Lac. Racine. Kenosha. 
Wausau. Rhinclandcr. Eau Claire. La 
Crossc. Waukcsha and Marshfield all 
have aggressive associations. These or- 
ganizations employ paid secretaries at 
salaries ranging from .$2.500 to $5,000 a 
year. In Green Bay the salaries of the 
secretary, assistant and traffic commis- 
sioner aggregate $10.000 a year and the 
resources of the associalion^tolal in Ihe 
neighborhood of $25,000" a'year. 


*" In everj- one of these cities some men 
can be found who will offer adverse crit- 
icism as to the worth and work of com- 
mercial organizations. As a general rule 
they will be found to be the men who 
never can be relied upon to contribute 
service, time or money for the advance- 
ment of their cily. The fact that they 
constitute only a handful out- of the 
thousands of business and profession- 
al men of the state who have unit- 
ed and concentrated their activities for 
city promotion and up-building is ample 
proof of the value and" desirability of 
commercial associations. 
. In each city it will be found that al 
least 95 per cent of the dependable civic 
•workers arc enrolled in bodies 'of -this 
kind. In most cities we would say that 
the .number approximates 100 per cent. 
In olhcr -words, commercial organiza- 
tions embrace in general lerms all of Ihe 
men in a cily whose force and personal- 
ity and success have made Iheir business 
or pursuit whal il is and who in the com- 
posiliinakc Ihe cily whal il is. They have • 
\yilhoul exception found il necessary lo 
the strengthening and betterment of their 
cily lo pool Iheir efforts and unile their 
resources. There can be no question 
aboul results. Of course the rcsulls are 
measured in each particular case by Ihe 
energy which is put inlo the association 
and by Ihe compclcncy of ils mariagc- 
jncnl and ils secretary.. Cities gel out of 
such organizations only whal Ihey pul 
inlo Ihem. but this relates to methods of 
operation. Il does nol go lo Ihe value of 
organization. 


Applclon is Ihe only cily of import- 


ance in Ihe stale of Wisconsin and prac- 
tically liie only cily. important or unim- 
porlani. which does nol have a commer- 
cial association. Whal every cily in tin- 
stale finds advantageous for ils upbuild- 
ing Applclon has dispensed wilh. Apple- 
ton is the hub of activities in Ihe Fox Riv- 
er valley. All development of the valley 
rcflccis ilsclf lo Applclon's advancement, 
and similarly the expansion of Applclon 
spreads ils effccls over this large terri- 
tory. Il is our belief lhal the Fox River 
valley is Ihe most favored portion of Wis- 
consin and lhal il has a greater future 
before il than any olhcr portion of the 
stale, Xo cily should have a larger place 
in this future than Applclon; in fact il 
should dominate. Even* factor in this fu- 
ture- as well as in Applcton's immediate 
position is a compelling reason why 51 
should proceed lo organize itself for con- 
centration of effort and Ihe better han- 
dling of ils civic and other problems. 


THE GERMAN REPUBLIC HOLDS. 
Indications are that the counter revolu- 


tion in Germany has collapsed. Kvenls 
during the last few days seem to have 
demonstrated that the people are not re- 
actionary in their political tendencies. 
The Kapp dictatorship enlisted no gener- 
al popular support. 'It seems to have been 
merely an ill-limed and ill-advised at- 
tempt lo restore al Icasl the foundations 
of an oligarchy of some kind. Moreover, 
Ihe rejection of this junker movcmr-nl 
comes none too soon lo avert complica- 
tions in the opposite direction. Radical- 
ism is already industriously engaged in 
trying lo set up the soviet system in dis- 
tricts most susceptible lo its influence, 
and communication is being sought wilh 
the Russian holshevisls in the hope of 
reaching a working agreement and of ob- 
laining assistance in Hint quarter. 


The counter revolution may be regard- 


ed as'an inevitable consequence of the 
war and the formation of the republic 
which the armistice compelled. No gov- 
ernment could function in Germany un- 
der the stress of national prostration and 
the heavy economic burdens inflicted by 
the peace terms to the satisfaction of all. 
Whatever progress it might make for sta- 
bilizing economic and • political condi- 
tions, il could nol fail lo arouse deep an- 
tagonism and discontent. It is more nat- 
ural that this opposition should manifest 
itself from reactionary rather than from 
radical sources. 


Whal the allied nations, including the 


United Stales, are chiefly interested in is 
the maintenance of' representative gov- 
ernment in Germany. The preservation 
of democratic institutions there is asso- 
ciated with political responsibility and 
fulfillment of the terms of peace in good 
faith. II is Irue Ihe allied nations are in a 
position lo enforce the treaty, but it is 
easily conceivable that a situation might 
arise" which would compel them to do so 
at heavy cost and inconvenience, possibly 
necessitating an extensive occupation of 
Germany. The dangers of such a contin- 
gency seem to have passed with the col- 
lapse of the counter revolution. In all 
probability a reconstruction of the gov- 
ernment will now follow that will give 
full force and effect to both popular and 
parliamentary powers under "the consti- 
tution. 


. GEN. WOOD'S 
CANDIDACY. 


The candidacy of Gen. Leonard Wood 


for president has taken on a new signifi- 
cance as a result of the Minnesota pri- 
mary. 
With Johnson, Lowden, and 


Hoover in the contest, Gen. Wood was 
the only real factor. All of the other can- 
didates were so heavily outdistanced that 
they can hardly be said to have made a 
showing. An exceplion^may be made in 
Ihe case of Hoover, whose name went on 
the ballot only by the use of slickers. In 
Ihe counties where Ihcy were distributed 
extensively. Hoover polled a large vote, 
so that Ihe primary cannot be said lo 
have been a real test of slrcnglh between 
Hoover and Wood. Minnesota was the 
birthplace of Lowden and it holds a large 
Scandinavian population which might be 
expected lo gravitate toward Mr. John- 
son. Minnesota was conspicuous in pre- 
war days for ils pacifist leanings and il is 
an agricultural stale were military issues 
and mililary men would nol be cxpecled 
•lo allracl a lien lion. 


Againsl this reasoning Gen. Wood, who 


is an aggressive advocate of mililary prc- 


• pa redness and 
of universal mililary 


training sweeps the slate for indorsement 
as Ihe Republican nominee for president. 
II is an illogical silualion lo Ihe many 
thousands of sober thinking men who be- 
lieve a mililary leader is not likely lo 
prove a successful president, and lo olher 
thousands of men upon whom Ihe burden 
of Ihe, country's prospcrily and progress 
rcsl who believe we should have as our 
next president a man wilh sound busi- 
ness experience and judgment. The ques- 
tion naturally arises', whether Ihe capti- 
vating element in Wood's candidacy is 
his military pi-rsonalily or Ihe ideas of 
national policy his views embody. We 
arc inclined fo think il is Ihe former. 
However. Ihciv can no longer be any 
doubt llwl Wood is a formidable faclor 
and lhal the Republican leaders and Ihe 
public at large may well ponder over Ihe 
causes of his sirenglh.

FKEXCH AND BRITISH CLAIM HONOR 
\Yashiiigton.—When Great Britain in the ear- 


ly days of the war began the< manufacture of 
that valuable instrument of war, the "Tank," 
it was allowed to leak out from the British war 
ofiice that the plants where the machines were 
being made were manufacturing large numbers 
of oil tanks for Russia. This ruse to foil Ger- 
man spies gave the allied tanks their noni-dc 
guerre, the War Department has announced in 
a brief history of the tank. 
Early in 1915. the use of great numbers of 


machine guns made'attacks impossible without 
great losses in men. An ansxver had 
to be 


found, and the allied armies began working on 
the problem. A solution was'offered in the tank, 
and by a coincidence the French and British, 
each working separately and secretly, hit on 
the .same idea at the same time. 
The French and British ideas differed, how- 


ever. The latter's plan was the more practica- 
ble, and was the one 
finally 
adopted. 
The 


British decided to produce a machine which in 
effect would be a moving fort. The duties of the 
men in the tank would only be to use the tank 
and its guns against the enemy—cross shell-torn 
ground between two positions, crush the en- 
emy's barbed wire, force the enemy to keep 
down in his trenches while the allied infantry 
advanced and took them, and crush their ma- 
chine gun nests. 
The French planned to construct a machine 


which would not carry so much armament, but 
in which would be placed an infantry platoon, 
which, after.the successful crossing 
of 
"No 


Man's Land." would debouch from the tank and 
s-ttack the enemy infantry hand-!o-hand. 
The 


first tanks of the French, therefore, had a small 
caterpillar tr<>nd underneath to allow plenty of. 
room for carrying infantry. 
Because of this 


small tread they wore found to be unable to cross 
very difficult ground and had to be abandoned.
